Some uncertainty seems to 


prevail amongst the farmers of 
the local improvement districts 
in regard to taxation under the 
new Rural Municipalities Act, 
It seers to be the impression that 
afarmer can be taxed to any 
amount on his land. The new 
act contains the following: 

“Land shall be assessed at its| 
uctual cash value as it would be 
appraised in payment of a just 
debt from a solyent debtor, ex- 
clusive of the yalue of any build- 
ing erected thereon or of any 
other increase of value cansed by 
any other expenditure of labor or 
capital thereon,” 

The quostion of taxation is 
dealt with entirely by the Coun- 
cil and the limit of taxation is 10 
mills on the dollar but it is not 
expected that a higher rate than 
$8 per 160 acres and in many 
cases than $3 or $4 will be ley-

amount of business being done 
and the enormous earnings of 
these railronds there is still a 
great deal of room for a still fur- 
ther reduction, which would help

The revenue received by each rail- 
way for carrying one ton of freight 
per mile is, according to the standard 
authorities, as follows:

Tt will be noticed that there is only 
one of the -five United States roads 
in this list which is carrying freight 
at a lower rate than the two Cana- 
dian roads, In other words freight 
rates are higher in the United States 
than they are in Canada in spite of 
their larger population and their 
tremendous traftic. 

Taking the passenger rates for a 
similar comparison the results are as 
follows: 

Northern Pacific........ 2.276 cents 
Great Northern......... 2.273 
Chicago & Northwestern, 1.810 ‘ 


Union Pacitic .......... 2.199 * 
Southern Pacific........ 2.215 ‘ 
Canadian Pacitic ....... 1,980 ‘* 
Canadian Nortbern..... 2.428 ‘* 


These are the figures showing the 
het returns per passenger per mile 
on each of these roads, Only one of 
the five United States roads shows a 
lower rate per mile for passenger 
traffic than the Canadian Pacific, 
The Canatlian Northern rate fe high, 
but this is probably due to the fact 
that the Canadian Northern in re- 
cent years has been more of a pio- 
neer road than the Canadian Pacitic.

REVOLUTIONIZE WARFARE | 


tt Is Announced Thai the Britieh 
Army Manoeuvres Have Been 
Abandoned, and that a Military Con-

Cambridge, England.—The science 
of aviation apparenty is to revolution- 
§ze warfare, An official announce: 
ment was Issued that the army inunoe- 
uvres had been abandoned, and that a 
military conference would be eid, 
here at once to adjudge the results 
and explain the cessation of opera- 
tions. This surprising situation has | 
arisen from the fact that the rival 
armies have reached a sort of chock- 
mate, Owing to effective air scout: | 
ing, entailing a constant change of 
tactics, no broad pian of action has 
been passed.

Value of Panama Canal Exaggerated | 


Paris.—The passing of the Panama, 
Canal Bill into law has given rise to, 
the discussion of the exaggeration of} 
the importance of the canal Itself to} 
the world’s shipping. 

One of the leading maritime auth- 
orities in France, M. Jone Moselli, 
gays in this connection that the enor- 
mous advantages of the new canal are! 
on consideration greatly diminished. 
They are, he says, not sufficient to 
bring to Panama the trade enjoyed 
by Suez, for, while the voyage from, 
Europe to the east via Panama would 
de some fifteen days shorter. this ad-} 


vantage would be more than counter-} 


balanced by the difficulty of obtaining} 
fretght. 

By the Suez route vessels tap Egypt 
and India and China, where freights| 
&re profitable and abundant, while| 
there would not seem to be much to 
be picked up by the Panama route. 
On the return ships make a slight de- 
tour to Chile and load nitrate, but at} 
$2.50 a ton this would not appear at-! 
tractive. 

From the passenger's point of view

Seed Control Act 
will be Enforced 


During the past week the Ellison 
Milling Co. of Lethbridge, Alta., 
were convicted, under the Dominicn 
Seed Controi Act, of having in the 
season of 1912 sold alfalfa seed con- 
taining dodder, a noxious weed under 
the above act. 

This case is of especial interest to 
farmers and seed merchants in that it 
is the first prosecution made in Al- 
berta under the act. Ic is, however, 
the intention of the Dominion Seed 
Branch hereafter to rigidly enforce the 
act in the western provinces. In con- 
sequence merchants and others hand.- 
ing seed should see that ull seed 
offered for sale complies with the pro- 
visions of the act,
